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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe or suggest a 
door locking/unlocking apparatus wherein the apparatus comprises operation detecting 
means, door opening detecting means, vehicle-side transmitting and receiving means, a 
portable transmitter unit, three position detection means, and a portable unit presence 
detection means. Further, the apparatus is capable of transmitting request signals in or 
around a vehicle and memory means are used in determining when and how doors 
were locked or unlocked. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Though not used in an art rejection, Akutsu, Hirano et al, Amano, 
Okada, Ohtsubo, Chandebois, and Juzswik all disclose vehicle locking and unlocking 
systems, which include a remote transmitter and an on-vehicle receiver.
